JUDGE RI LEY: M. Holt, what's your response to
t hat ?

It may be a different person making an
appearance, M. Chi nwah, whom M. Hoagg, |'m sure
you've tal ked to and, Judge Riley, you've seen
bef ore.

However, as to the forbearance, we
actually have a forbearance in place for states in
whi ch we do non-facilities-based activities. So in
Il1inois our service will be facilities-based.

But our plan in
II'linois is not to take advantage of the
forbearance, if you will. W're going to use our

own facilities to provide the service -- sone
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combi nati on of our own facilities and some resold
elements in Illinois.

So | don't know that that makes a huge
difference to you. You raised the issue of the
f orbear ance.

MR. HOAGG: Ri ght.

No, it doesn't. | just brought up the
forbearance to -- | wasn't very clear on that --
just to indicate, you know, no matter what -- now

t hat you have that forbearance, regardless of the
actual method and depl oyment, there's nothing to
argue on that issue from you know -- an issue from
Staff's standpoi nt. You know, nothing that would be
an i npediment to the Comm ssion granting you ETC
status.
